I beg to report that at 10.10 pem. 9.7257 in 
eas to a telephone message from Mr. Daung, Park-Keeper 
of the Bund Public Gardens, reporting that a crowd of loafers 
were creating a disturbance, the undersigned accompanied by 
Sub-Inepector Hsu Shu Cheng and a party of Police attended 
the scene. 

On arrival at the entrance to the Public Gardena, 
police were met by Mr. Daung who stated that 4 crowd of male 
Chinese were creating a disturbance on @ lawn situated on 
the North side of the gardens, to the annoyance of the Public 


who were listening to the band. 


Ag police approached singing, shouting and clapping 
of hande was heard and when 20 yards from & crowd of about 


200 persons, police whistles were blown and the crowd scattered, 


but Park watchmen Nose 43, 80 and 100 on duty in the c rowd 
and assisted by police, succeeded in effecting the arreat of 
seven persons who they alleged were the ringleadera. 

The arrested persons were brought to the Station with 
witneeses, and after evidence had been tken the former were 
charged with Nuisance under Breafch of Bye-law 36, and ppeared 
before the S.S.D. Court on 10.7.37 when they were cautioned 
and rleased. 

At the time of arrest it wae impossible to determine 
the nature of the songs which were being sung, 88 no distinct 
words were heard, and there was no indication that the

During recent nights much difficulty has been 
experienced by the staff at the above garden in attempting 
to prevent a large number of men from creating a disturbance 
and interfering with the comfort of vieitors by singing and 
ehouting. 

An openesir concert was held in the garden last night 
and the disturbance becsme such a nuisance that I instructed 
the Park-keeper on duty to telephone to the Central Police 
Station for assistance. 

Ae you-re aware the assistance was quickly forthcoming 
and seven men were arrested. 

Aa I anticipate further disturbances I shall be much 
obliged if you will kindly arrange for & number of men to be 
on duty in the garden between 8 and 11.30 pem. for 8 week 
OF 80. 

The prosecution of persons creating disturbances is covered 
by Park regulations Nos. 10 and 14 which read as followss- 

"No. 10. = The playing of radios, gramophones and other 
musical instrumenta is prohibited. 

“Noe 14. = No person shall commit a nuisance. 

Persons using the garden arewrned that the foregoing 
regulations will be strictly enforced by the Park-keepers 
and that any infringement thereof will render the person 
concerned liable to prcsecution."

In view of the fact that the picture "The 
New Barth" was publicly exhibited and that Chinese dramatic 
pleys heve been unreasonably oppressed by the Settlement 
Film and Dramatic Censorship, people in various circles 
have fermed the Cultural Circles’ Settlement Film énd 
Dramatic Censorship Abolition Movement Committee.

It is true that our North-eastern provinaes 
have been seized from us by the bandits, but what about 
the Foreign Settlements in Shanghai? Even if we have 
very short memories, we cannot be ignorant of the status 
quo in the Shanghai Settlements. We have been told that 
if we live in the Foreign Settlements of Shanghai, we 
should forget that we are Chinese people.
